The college has offered to turn 
over its Spotswood Hall dormitory 
to alumnae for an off-campus 
Alumnae House" opposite the 
College Avenue gates. 

The offer, which would mater- 
ialize the number one goal of the 
alumnae, was formerly approved 
in a business session of the home- 
coming Alumnae Association. 

Terms of the offer are under- 
stood to include a nominal rent and 
furnishing of the house by the 
alumnae association which would 
move in after August 1.

The two-year old alumnae en- 
dowment campaign has listed as 
its first objective five thousand 
dollars for a campus Alumnae 
House. Alumnae directors voted to 
accept the offer of the house and 
it was ratified by the business ses- 
sion.

Visiting Professors 
To Give Lectures 
On History, Science 

Two forthcoming lecturers to 
the Mary Washington campus will 
be Walter Prescott Webb on April 
13 and Kirtley Fletcher Mather on 
April 20. 

Mr. Webb, who is professor of 
history at the University of Texas, 
will speak on "The Genius of the 
American West" in Monroe Audi- 
torium at 10:30 a.m. cm. Monday, 
April 13. Mr. Webb has an im- 
pressive scholarly background; he 
was both a Harkness Lecturer in 
American history at the University 
of London and a Guggenheim fel- 
low in 1938. He was a Harmsworth 
Professor of American History at 
Oxford in 1942-43. He has been a 
fellow at the Texas Institute of 
Letters, and in 1958 was president 
of the American Historical As- 
sociation. 

Mr. Mather's topic will be 
"Where Science and Religion 
Meet." His lecture will be at 4:00 
p.m. on Monday, April 20, in Mon- 
roe Auditorium. Mr. Mather is, at 
present, Professor Emeritus of 
geology at Harvard and president 
of the American Academy of Arts 
and Sciences. 

He directed the Harvard Sum- 
mer School program from 1934-42, 
and was president of the National 
Council of the YMCA from 1946- 
48. He has been a representative 
of the World Alliance of YMCA's 
to the United Nations, and in 1951 
was president of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science.

The Claremont Quartet, com- 
posed of Marc Gottlieb and Vladi- 
mir Weisman, violinists, William 
Schoon, violist and Irbing Klein, 
cellist, will appear at MW College 
on April 21 at 8:15 p.m. Their 
visit here is being sponsored joint- 
ly by the Coolidge Foundation in 
the Library of Congress and the 
Arts Program of the Association 
of American Colleges. 

Members of the Claremont Quar- 
tet have each achieved individual 
recognition as soloists and cham- 
ber musicians of outstanding abil- 
ity. The ensemble, which is now 
the quartet-in-residence at the 
University of Delaware, was form- 
ed as a result of the merging of 
two close mutual musical friend- 
ships of many years standing. 
Marc Gottlieb and Vladimir Weis- 
man were brought up and educated 
together in New York City. Will- 
iam Schoon and Irving Klein be- 
gan their musical association in 
Cleveland where they attended the 
same school. After realizing the 
closeness of their musical tastes 
and ideas, the four musicians de- 
cided to pool their talents. 

The mutual desire of these four 
instrumentalists to explore the 
highest forms of musical expres- 
sion has brought about a dynamic 
integration of artistry that has 
impressed critics and audiences 
wherever they have appeared. 
"Their achievements in balance, 
style and fine tone," one critic 
wrote after their recent appear- 
ance at the Library of Congress, 
places them in the ranks of those 
fine chamber ensembles that have 
become so much a part of our life 
in the last few years."

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Mixed Dorms Are Advantageous! 

With the completion of the new dormitory on campus 
a decision must be made as to whether it will house only 
students from one particular class or students from several 
classes. This decision will be imperative in the continuance 
or disappearance of the traditional "class" dormitory on the 
Mary Washington campus. 

Although there are several examples of class-integrated 
dorms at MWC, other dormitories— Ball, Westmoreland, Ran- 
dolph, and Willard — are associated with one class only. 
Granted, to the many juniors who have anticipated for three 
years living in Tri Unit, the idea of allowing other classes to 
share this long awaited privilege may seem unfair. Still, 
juniors have been living with seniors in Custis this year 
with an apparent lack of tension due to class difference. 

The students, faculty, and administration of Mary Wash 
ington have shown a desire to advance the standards of the 
college in any way possible — scholastically, socially, and oth- 
erwise. In so doing, they have not let tradition prevent a 
change that might benefit MWC as a college community 
Once the initial "shock" of a campus wide integration of 
classes is overcome, there is quite a bit to be said in favor of 
the mixed dormitory. 

Perhaps the most obvious advantage of class integrated 
dormitories is an increase of school spirit, and no one can deny 
that Mary Washington students certainly need this badly. 
Class spirit is a very good thing, but we tend to forget that 
we are members of a college community and not merely of a 
class community. Many students say, for instance, that when 
a freshman enters college, she is unsure of herself and needs 
to feel that she is a part of a group — more specifically, her 
class. Why couldn't she also be able to identify herself with 
the student body as a whole and to realize the responsible 
part she plays as a member of this group? 

During the recent elections on campus, there was a 
drive to encourage students to know their candidates better. 
The class integrated dorm would do much to solve the prob- 
lem of the members of one class not being sufficiently ac- 
quainted with the members of another to select one of these 
for a campus leader. There would also be ample opportunity 
for the members of different classes to share ideas that may 
be helpful to both individual classes and to the campus as a 
whole. The appearance of a campus-wide benefit to replace 
the traditional class benefits is an example of this. 

By projects such as the campus wide benefit and by 
participation in campus organizations composed of all four 
classes, students have shown an innate desire to belong to 
something beyond their immediate class. The student body 
will never be a success as such until this desire is encouraged 
to the extent that each student becomes aware of her role in 
the college community at Mary Washington. 

Identification, please . . . 

During the recent discussion concerning the drinking 
rule at Mary Washington, the question of MWC students 
having identification cards arose several times. There woulc 
be advantages to this idea other than a means of legal proof 
of one's age. 

For instance, in most cities, hotels offer special rates to 
all college students; however, frequently a Mary Washington 
girl is unable to prove her identification as such. Also, most 
businesses will accept a check from a college student with 
proper identification. 

It seems that if the college could issue student identifi 
cation cards it would save girls both embarrassment and dis- 
tress when they are away from campus.

Question: How do you feel about 
the possibility of class Integrated 
dorms at Mary Washington? 

There are many pro and con fac- 
tors to be considered when debating 
mixed dorms. If the dorms were to 
be mixed, they should"^ separated 
with the freshmen and sophomores 
together and the juniors and sen- 
iors together. In this way the spirit 
of the freshmen would help the 
sophomores through their tradi- 
tional slump and in turn the sopho- 
mores could act as Big Sisters to 
the freshmen. 

By the time a girl becomes a 
junior, she should be ready to set- 
tle down and study a bit harder on 
her major subjects. Both the upper 
classes are well acquainted with 
the campus and its activities and 
thus would have about the same 
point of view about things. The 
seniors would be able to aid the 
juniors in selecting the correct 
courses in order to complete their 
major. The juniors in turn would 
be able to instill school spirit into 
the seniors and make them realize 
that they are still a very important 
part of the campus. 

Although the hours would be 
different for the classes in the mix- 
ed dorms, it should not be major 
cause of confusion if the girls 
would return at the proper time 
of their own closing hour. 

Mixed dorms would tend to de- 
velop more school spirit. The girls 
would be able to associate with 
girls from other classes. In order 
to develop a true school spirit 
through mixed dorms, all the 
dorms should be mixed and not on- 
ly a few. If only a few of the 
dorms are mixed there will develop 
class disunity and no solid school 
spirit. 

These are only a few factors in- 
volved when considering mixed 
dorms. The way to discover if they 
will be successful is to try slowly 
mixing the dorms each year.

We are asked, why class-inte- 
grated dormitories? The dormi- 
tory, itself, is but a physical plant. 
However, "it is the skeleton about 
which must be moulded the pro- 
gram that gives pulsing reality to 
life in residence". Although there 
are many conflicting theories about 
the value of segregated versus 
mixed class dormitories. I have 
reason to feel by experience in 



both, that the latter is the more 
valuable. 

The girls who have lived in an 
all-class dorm on campus this year 
have found that the dynamic group 
experience was tremendous as op- 
posed to a single view-point which 
naturally occurs in a segregated 
or one-class dormitory. There is an 
esprit de corps for the school's 
program in addition to individual 
class activities. We feel that this 
is valuable in that it creates an 
interest and participation in the 
activities of the student body as a 
whole, as for example in student 
body meetings, concert series, class 
and club programs, and the like. 
This, I think, we all feel is lacking 
to a certain extent here at MWC. 
Much of this can be overcome as 
a mixed dormitory provides leav- 
ening from the most difficult fresh- 
man year, the sophomore slump, 
the junior's attempts to out-do the 
seniors, and the senior apathy. 

Moreover, more opportunity is 
afforded for emphasizing "the im- 
portance and dignity of the indi- 
vidual in human society and to 
magnify personality" — the ideal of 
Mary Washington College. 

We have also found by the mix- 
ing of the classes that it has stimu- 
lated many post-classroom discus- 
cussions which consciously or un- 
consciously have broadened our in- 
terest in the various fields of the 
liberal arts. Perhaps most of all 
in importance, the class-integrated 
dormitory creates an atmosphere 
in which a student may strengthen 
her academic and intellectual curi- 
osity and activities. Thus, the ex- 
perience in such a dorm are like

Dear Editor: 

It has distressed this alumna, in 
reading several recent issues of 
The Bullet, to learn that religion 
is being used as an instrument for 
the annual "rabble-rousing" on the 
Hill! Expression of public opinion 
is a wonderful thing; but it is only 
when the authors of printed opin 
ions are aware of all the facts per 
tinent to a subject that such ex- 
pression can be justifiable or bene 
ficial. Could it possibly be that the 
majority of those who have written 
concerning the YWCA-Interfaith 
situation were either uninformed 
or misinformed ... or worse yet, 
failed to reveal known facts? 

For the enlightenment of the en- 
ire student body, and especially 
the freshmen, I wish to state that 
last spring, after numerous meet- 
ings within the organization of "Y", 
with administrative officials, and 
with Interfaith Council members, 
the officers of "Y" offered a plan 
for the merger of the two groups 
under a name such as the Inter- 
faith Activities Association or the 
Religious Activities Association. 
Unfortunately, however, members 
of Interfaith Council rejected said 
plan because they felt "Interfaith 
would lose its identity"! It seems 
to have failed to occur to some 
members of Interfaith (as well as 
to the champions of their "cause") I 
that financial support from the j 



college is impossible under the pre 
vailing plan because of certain 
policies set forth in the Virginia 
State Constitution! Most or all, of 
the groups represented on the In 
terfaith Council are sponsored by 
some church or sect in Fredericks- 
burg, and by such token would con- 
flict with the policy of separation 
of church and state were they, as 
presently organized under the In- 
terfaith Council, to receive funds 
from the college. Incidentally, ad- 
herence to this same policy is the 
main reason that there is as yet 
no chapel on the Mary Washing- 
ton campus! 

It does seem superfluous for a 
college the size of Mary Washing- 
ton to have two campus organiza- 
tions serving the purposes of re- 
ligion, especially when such an ar- 
rangement has obviously bred con- 
tention. "Y" is principally a ser- 
vice organization, yes; but what 
organization is "worth its salt" if 
it doesn't perform some service? 

Y" is also a channel through 
which those students having the 
time and desire may study and 
question without the domination of 
denominational supervision. Inter- 
faith is admittedly a council . . . 
nothing less, nothing more; and 
councils are a fine institution, if 
they function in a useful manner! 
Therefore, doesn't it seem logical

Russia Charges US 
With Air Violation

The Soviet Union has charged 
a United States plane of intention- 
ally violating regulations of the 
West Berlin air corridor in an at- 
tempt to worsen East-West rela- 
tions on the eve of a foreign min- 
isters' conference. 

U.S.S.R. accused Americans of 
sending in high-flying planes in or- 
der to prejudice conditions for the 
meeting of foreign ministers or 
even to wreck the agreement on 
negotiations between East and 
West. The note, however, contain- 
ed no warning of what might hap- 
pen if the high flights to Berlin 
continue. 

The Soviet Union contends that 
the Western powers do not have 
the right to fly planes in and out 
of West Berlin at a greater height 
than 10,000 feet, but U. S. officials 
argue that no legal ceiling exists. 
The West is determined to estab- 
lish its right to fly into West Ber- 
lin at any height in case it becomes 
necessary for another airlift to sup- 
ply the city. 

★ * * 

It has been reported that the 
Dalai Lama is now safely behind 
the walls of Tawang Monastery, 50 
miles from the India-Tibet border. 
It is the first stop since he was 
forced to flee Lhasa three weeks 
ago due to fighting between Tib- 
etan rebels and Chinese Commu- 
nists. He is being guarded by a 
strong force of riflemen sent by the 
Indian government. He is expected 
to rest at the monastery for sev- 
eral days. His arrival at Tawang 
has ended the fear that the Chinese 
might try to capture him even 
after he crossed into India.

The Federal space agency has se- 
lected seven men to train- for two 
years for the honor and danger of 
being the first American to travel 
in space. If all goes well, sometime 
in 1961, one of the seven will be 
chosen to take the first trip. He

Un- 
fortunately nei- 
ther of these is- 
sues has receiv- 
ed more than the 
most ineffectual 
and short - lived 
interest. 

It is surprising 
that two ques- 
tions affecting the entire College 
so greatly can be virtually ignored 
by the majority of students. 

The reason for this seemingly 
apathetic attitude certainly is not 
the lack of opportunities to act. 
Letters to the editor of the Bullet, 
a brief word to an SGA repre- 




sentative, or, as has been suggested 
in regard to the "Y" problem, a 
petition can be circulated, asking 
Student Government or the Ad- 
ministration to take definite action 
on one of these questions. These 
are easy, effective ways to show 
interest if not always to push 
through a new measure. 

The danger of the lack of in- 
terest, the apathy of the campus 
community is a very real one. 
This is particularly true when stu- 
dents, presented with a problem 
such as the "Y" issue, or with the 
means to solve a problem, in this 
case the All Campus Show, fail 
to act. 

By allowing bad situations to 
worsen and by ignoring the ef- 
forts of more interested groups to 
improve conditions, students are 
in effect killing what little interest 
exists and asking for worse con 
ditions than those presently dis 
turbing the campus community.

Special recoverable 
capsules are already undergoing 
tests to make the flight as safe as 
possible. 



A new drug, beneficial in pro- 
longing the life and usefulness of 
hopeless cancer cases was recently 
reported by Washington physician 
Dr. Jeanne C. Bateman. The drug 
has been termed a promising dis- 
ease-controlling medicine. In some 
cases, ThioTEPA, has stopped the 
growth of cancer cells for a while, 
however, it is not known how the 
drug actually controlled growth.
